11 With regard to the gonera! .principle 
of the law ol nations to which Mr. Mayer 
appeals, as laid down by competent authori- 
ties, tho quotations made by mm do riot nj>- 
pcar to me to be by any means conclusive. 
He cites Wollius, through the medium of a 
translation as laying down the principle that 
1 it is 'no i permitted to one nation to raise 
seldi&s on. the ' territory of another, withr 
out the consent of (he sovereign/ Air 
though no reference to,(he passage is given 
by Mr. Marcy, it may be found in Wolftua 
1 Iiistitulioncs Juris Natural et Gentium/ 
vol. vi. ch. 7, sec. 1 171, and the words are 
these : • Tntcrritorio nlicno sino consensu 
domini Icrriiorii mititcm eonsertberc non 
licet:* I apprehend there is no difference 
of opinion here. Enlisting soldiers within 
ti territory is that which her Majesty *s gov- 
ernment maintiiiu has not with their consent 
been done, and which the municipal law 
equally forbids. 

" Mr. Marcy then cites Vntlel, who says 
that (he man who undertakes (o enlist sol- 
diers in a foreign country without the sove- 
reign \s permission, violates one of the most 
sacred rights of (he prince and nation. — 
There is equally no difference of opinion 
here but when Mr. Marcy proceeds to quote 
Vattcl as Saving ' in general whoever Mt- 
ticcsawuif (he subjects of another state also 
violates that right,' it is necessary to exa- 
mine the original of the passage a little 
more closely ; for it is evident (hat Mr. 
Marcy relies upon it in support of what he, 
towards (he close of his despatch, lays down 
as the doctrine maintained by the American 

government viz., that in every instance, 
when a person, whether a citizen or a for- 
eign resident within the United State, has 
been hroic'ht to a determination to leave 
this country (the United Slates) for the 
purpose of entering a foreign service ah a 
soldier, by nay inducement offered bv rt- 
CritlUng agents here, the law of the United 
Stales has been violated.* 

" The passage in the original (Vattcl, 
Droit des Gens. Iiv. iii. ch. ii. § IS) is M 
follows: ' Ceuxquientrcprcnnentd'engager 
des soldate en pays etrangcr sans la per- 
mission du souverain, el en general quf- 
eontfitc dehtuchc les sujels d'autrui, viola 
mi lies droits les plus sacrcs du prince ct du 
la nation. CVst Ie crime que Ton appelo 
pla» i;\t (in Lntm jtlagiunt) ou vol dMioinme.' 
New, th?Vord * debaucher* is not proper- 
ly rendered by * enticing away.* It means; 
even iu iU ordinary sense something more 
lliau that ; but Vattcl himself explains tho 
sense in which he uses it, vi/., as equivalent 
to * plagiat* .(which can only be translated 
by the Word * kidnapping*) : ' Plagium dici- 
uir surreptio hoininis, qui altcrius cujusdenl 
potestali suhjeclus est.* (Woolfius, vol. 
vi. § I, 175.) Will Mr. Marcy contend
